When drug abuse is talked about, it usually 
is marijuana and heroin which provoke the 
most comment. 
Unfortunately the drug abuse problem is 
not so limited. There is another immense and 
growing area of abuse and addiction that is 
causing much concern. This is the field of 
drugs which are manufactured for legitimate 
medical uses but which are being siphoned off 
by the hundreds of thousands and used 
illegally. 
THAT’S TH E bad news. The good news is a 
program which is taking shape to reduce 
drastically the supply of three of these drugs. 
These are the three prongs of the program: 
A federally mandated cutback 
in

and 
metham- 
phetamines which can be produced legally in 
the United States. 
Maximum quotas to be set by the govern­ 
ment 
for

It is hoped the same thing will occur as 
limits are placed on methaqualone and 
barbiturates. 
B EC A U SE 
OF TH E 
ramifications of 
placing controls on private business, the 
government does not move quickly in this 
area. But congressional prodding and the 
obvious need for restrictions have served to 
get the Justice Department moving 
The record on amphetamines is a good 
example of why quota actions are necessary. 
When the new production 
reduction 
becomes effective, the manufacture of am­ 
phetamines will have been cut by more than 
90 per cent in two years and there still will be 
plenty for medical purposes. 
All that excess production was grist for the 
illegal drug mill which was running at full tilt. 
When the government cut amphetamine 
production 80 per cent last year, the illegal 
use supply dropped drastically. 
No course of action can be considered a 
guaranteed answer to drug abuse but the 
current round of activity has all the earmarks 
of being a winner. For the sake of thousands 
of young Americans, we hope it is.

Pe r Cap ita Tax 


Per person state and local 
tax collections are projected 
to double in the decade of the 
70’s, says Tax Foundation. 
Inc. 
In a new study, The Finan­ 
cial Outlook for State and 
Local Government to 1980, 
the 
private 
research 
organization notes that per 
capita collections could rise 
from $426 (in 1970) to an esti­ 
mated $871 in 1980. 
State and local tax collec­ 
tions rose from $36.1 billion in 
I960 to $86.8 billion in 1970. or 
by 140 per cent. While the rise 
m taxes alone was not pro­ 
portionately as steep as from 
other revenue sources, more 
than three-fifths of the total 
revenue increase came from 
taxes. 
The study notes that collec­ 
tions of individual 
income 
and general sales taxes more 
than tripled during the 1960-70 
period, whereas those from 
the property tax veered from 
the pattern of postwar years 
At the turn of the century, the 
property tax brought in 82 per 
cent of state-local levies, fell 
to 46 per cent in 1950 and, in 
ensuing years up to 1970, to 39 
per cent 
But while the role of the 
property tax may decline fur­ 
ther. says the study, it will 
still be by far the largest 
single tax source. Yields are 
projected for $51 billion in 
1975; $70 billion in 1980

IT IS A RG U A BLE, 
in 
deed, that M cG ee’s first 
premise is in error. Is there 
any valid reason why vast 
numbers of people should 
vote? More precisely, is there 
any evidence to prove a cor­ 
relation between good gov­ 
ernment and mass voting? It 
seems exceedingly doubtful. 
Utah and Montana, by way 
of example, traditionally 
have ranked high among the 
states in terms of voter turn­ 
out. Alabama and Louisiana 
traditionally have ranked 
low. 
Yet each of the states has 
sent some able and distin­ 
guished men to Congress; 
and each of them has sent 
men whose abilities were not 
quite so great and whose dis­ 
tinction was scarcely visible. 
There is nothing whatever, so 
far as I know, to prove that 
democracy is healthier, or 
government more virtuous, if 
70 or 80 or 90 per cent of the 
eligible persons register to 
vote. 


THIS F U RT H E R 
thresh 
old observation: The right to 
vote, like other rights, is non- 
compulsory in its exercise. 


Just as the right to speak em­ 
braces a right to remain 
silent, so the right to vote em­ 
braces a right not to vote. 
Now that poll taxes and liter­ 
acy tests have been effec­ 
tively abolished, 
nothing 
stands between the eligible 
adult and the ballot box but 
his own 
indifference. 
M c­ 
Gee’s bill would do nothing to 
alter this human characteris­ 
tic. 
The senator proposes to 
create within the Bureau of 
the Census a new agency, the 
Federal Voter Registration 
Administration. The agency 
would be charged with mail­ 
ing postcards, with return 
cards attached, to every 
postal address in the country. 
The cards would be mailed 
no earlier than 45 days and no 
later than 30 days prior to the 
close of registration for a 
“ federal” election — that is, 
an election to name members 
of Congress or presidential 
electors. The cards would be 
processed by local registrars. 
McGee supposes this costly 
and clumsy system would 
produce millions of new 
voters. 
The bill is bad on its merits, 
and bad in principle, too. 
NO ONE, 
least of all the 
senator from W’yoming, has 
any realistic idea of what the 
scheme would cost. Two 


years ago, when similar pro­ 
posals were under considera­ 
tion, the start-up costs were 
estimated all the way from 
$191 million to $527 million 
and the annual costs between 
$26 million and $134 million. 
Neither does anyone have 
any clear idea of how the sys­ 
tem would work. The Census 
Bureau opposes it. So does 
the Postal Service. So does 
the Department of Justice, 
which presumably would 
have some responsibility — 
still unclear — for prose­ 
cuting the massive fraud that 
could 
be expected. 
Sen. 
James B. Allen of Alabama, 
chief opponent of McGee’s 
bill, has raised serious ques- , 
tions of mechanics that the 
proponents have been unable 
to answer. 
T H E S E 
C O N S ID E R A ­ 
TIONS to one side, the bill 
would do grave violence to 
constitutional principles as 
old as the nation itself. The 
system would provide one 
more pernicious assault upon 
resp o n sib ilities 
p la in ly 
vested in the states. The 
senator would use a junk mail 
device for junking the Con­ 
stitution. Seventeen months 
ago the Senate killed a quite 
similar proposal, on the ma­ 
ture conclusion that 
the 
scheme was unworkable and 
wrong. It still is.
